FIREMEN RESENT PENROSE 


Past President Keller in Open letter 


Denounces Political Activity. 


Stroudsburg, May 5.—R. B. Keller 


of Stroudsburg, Past President of the 
State Association of Firemen, is the 
latest to voice a protest against the 
political activity of the State Secre- 
tary, W. W. Wunder of Reading, who 
is writing Penrose letters to the 
members of the Association. 
In an open letter to Mr. Wunder, 
Past President Keller declares that 
the latter is making a "grave mistake 
in using his office for a political pur- 
pose." Mr. Keller's letter follows: 
"Dear Friend:—I received your 
letter indorsing the candidacy of 
Boies Penrose for U. S. Senator from 
Pennsylvania. I think you have made 
a grave mistake in using your office 
'or a political purpose. 
A great 
many of our members are Democrats 
and Progressive Republicans, and do 
not intend to vote for Penrose and 
many of the straight Republicans are 
tired of the Penrose bossism.

Agriculture Should be Taught in Oi1 


der to Keep Boys oil the Farm. 
That our city friends, who come 
from the smoke and rush of city life 
to the pure air, green fields and quie 
life of the farm, should envy our in 
heritauce, is not strange. 
They onlj 
see the easy side of farm life, and 
don't know much about the "elbow 
grease" that is not a negligible,facto: 
in our calling, even though brains 
have a big place on every well con 
ducted farm. 
But we see another class looking 
our way. Men who were raised on 
the farm and know all the hard places 
in. farm life and have gone into wha 
seemed more inviting or better pay- 
ing positions. They have tried both 
and after looking carefully, many are 
anxious to get back to the land. A 
man holding a' very good position 
with, a corporation tells me he is go- 
ing back to the farm, even though he 
uses his present position to enable 
'him to secure the farm, and he was 
raised on the farm. These men will 
prove a leaven for good in rural life 
by bringing back to the farm the 
broader business and social develop- 
ments gained in their experience 
which farm environments failed to 
give them. 
But should not rural life furnish 
these developments? No occupation 
has greater need of strict business 
and scientific training. 
The hit or 
miss methods that so largely prevail 
on the farm today are responsible for 
the low yields, hard life and poor pay 
that drives many a boy from farm to 
-town, sometimes for better, often for 
worse. 
Intensive farming for the 
east is becoming an absolute neces- 
sity in order to be profitable, to feed 
the people and to give zest, enjoy- 
ment and inspiration to farm life. 


Too many farmers today are sim- 
ply existing, 
even falling behind 


through lack of intelligent appreci- 
ation of the great opportunities their 
soil offers to him who gets in touch 
with its demands and puts intelli- 
gence and business in his farming. 
When we do this, then one-half the 
acres we now farm will produce twice 
what we now total, leaving the rest 
of the land for the increased popula- 
tion that needs to get or stay on the 
land. 
When our farms are cut in 
two, and in many cases cut again, by 
the intensive methods to which we 
need to come, the increased popula- 
tion will give greater opportunities 
for the many lines of social uplift 
.that need attention. 
The farmers, 
boys, and girls clubs that are needed 
for instruction and attractive enter- 
tainment, needed by both old and 
young will follow and elevate us 
above the mere grind that satisfies 
the old man, inured to it, but drives 
the boy to more attractive fields. 
"The uplift of the farmer" is be- 
ing largely exploited by high-salaried 
farm specialists who can never work 
out these farm problems, for they 
have only theory and lack the prac- 
tical training necessary to lay down 
a true working basis for the farmer. 
As well might the farmer assume to 
instruct the steel trade on better 
methods or Henry Ford on automo- 
biles. 


"Well meant and kindly as much of 
the effort is, I believe the farmer 
must work out his own peculiar prob- 
lems; he is abundantly able to do it 
if he earnestly and honestly commits 
himself to the solution, and will be 
the happier and better for it. While 
the New Agriculture must promise 
him more real dpllars for his time 
and labor, it must mean, what is of 
even greater import, a fuller, bigger, 
broader view of life, life such as God 
designs and expects us to work out 
right here in society for each others 
enjoyment and enlargement of life 
and purpose, far above the commer- 
cialism that absorbs and blights the 
nobler ideals that only can make true 
men and women. 


The public rural school must be 
an important factor to reach these 
ideals and make our boys and girls 
the intelligent and forceful farmers 
and citizens of the New Agriculture. 
That it now fails in this admits of no 
denial; and largely because we do 
not make it fit the farm boy for the 
farm by appealing to him through 
things pertaining to the farm. 


About as well expect to use the 
self-binder to dig potatoes as to 
count on our rural school machinery, 
as now arranged (or disarranged) to 
make farmers; and yet that is reallj 
the true mission of the rural school; 
good, intelligent, Christian tarniers it 
should turn out. 


Consolidation of our schools is to 


be hoped for, but to effect that will 
take some time, while the teaching of

WASHINGTON BETTER 


Communication. Prom Correspondent 


at National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—That 
waterways are of value not only in 
time of peace but in time of war, and 
| that an inland waterway along the 
Atlantic Coast as a means of national 
defense would be of even greater 
value than the Panama Canal, is the 
opinion expressed by Theodore Jus- 
tice of Philadelphia, who is Commis- 
sioner of Fairmount Park. 


"How many of us realize," said 
Mr. Justice, "that but .for the sinking 
of the battleship lilaine the Panama 
Canal would today not even have 
been begun? When we were sudden- 
ly facing war -we found our fleet di- 
vided, one part in the Atlantic, the 
other 
in the Pacific, and each divi- 
sion liable to being defeateu in detail. 
The long, hazardous trip of the Ore- 
gon around Cape Horn was a matter 
of intense anxie'ty and aroused the 
whole nation to the need of the Pan- 
ama Canal as a means of national 
defense, so that, in case of need, we 
could unite all our warships in .one 
mighty fleet and in either ocean. 


"In my remarks before the Con- 
vention of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress in December last, 
I pointed out ' that the question 
whether the Panama Canal, which 
was wholly paid for by the United 
States and is wholly within United 
States territory, is to be absolutely 
within United States control, had 
seemingly become an international 
question and had created a situation 
that was surcharged with danger, one 
that might lead to conflict with the 
whole world united against us, and 
that this conflict might come upon us 
as suddenly as did .the sinking of the 
Maine. The danger which existed at 
that tim'e has been multiplied a hun- 
dredfold by the situation that now 
confronts us in Mexico. 
"Under such a peril our' greatest 
cities, New -York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and even Washington, the capi- 
tal of the' nation, might be at the 
mercy of united European fleets, but 
this danger would be fully averted if 
the waterways that now connect New- 
York harbor, with the Delaware River 
and Chesapeake Bay were deepened 
sufficiently to allow the passage of 
torpedo boats. This inland waterway 
would be safe from battleship attack 
and would have all the advantages of 
a short-inside line from which offen- 
sive warfare might be more safely 
carried on. 
The benefits indicated 
for the section from. New 'York to 
Chesapeake Bay would be vastly ex- 
tended and multiplied with the com- 
pletion of the entire project, giving 
a protected . waterway 
tne 
whole 
length of the Atlantic Coast. 
"The broad, national value of such 
a waterway would be far greater to 
the people of the United States than 
even that of the Panama Canal, con- 
ceding, as I do, quite as much for 
the national value of the latter as is 
claimed by its most sanguine advo- 
cates. 
"Will any broad-minded and patri- 
otic citizen, of the United States not 
concede that matters of national de- 
fense should have precedence at all 
times over the many other meritori- 
ous projects that have been pro- 
posed? 
All of the latter proposed 
plans contain great commercial value 
to the nation, and I hope that within 
the course of a reasonable time all of 
them will be developed, but in the 
interest of the whole nation the great- 
est project of them all is the immedi- 
ate preparation for national defense 
contained within the plans of thetAt- 
lantic Deeper Waterways Associa- 
tion, extending all the way -from 
Maine to Florida."

Wilson's Cabinet Advisor Refutes Yarn 


of McCormick's Veto and Says Fal- 
sifiers Should Be Defeated. 


Clearfielcl, Pa., May 1.—Secretary of 


Labor William B. Wilson, former In- 
ternational Secretary-Treasurer of the 
United Mine Workers of America, in 
a letter to James Purcell, of this town, 
made public today, declares that- the 
labor record of Vance C. McCormick, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, is 
entirely satisfactory to the working- 
men of the state. He says that he has 
personally investigated the facts, and 
assures his fellow workers that the 
candidate's efforts have always been 
in labor's interest, and that the yarns 
about his opposition to their demands 
are pure fabrications. 


The letter follows: 
Washington, D. C., April 30, 1914. 


Mr. James Purcell, Clearfleid, Pa. 


B^riend Purcell—I am in receipt of 


yours enclosing circular 
containing 


speech of Senator Richard V. Parley, 
relative to the candidacy of Vance C. 
McConniek for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, and asking me 
"How about this?" 


My attention, was first called to the 


circular 
on April 15, at 
Scranton, 
4 


where I had gone to make a political 
speech. In the speech which I made, 
in company with Messrs. Palmer and 
McCormick, I made no reference what- 
ever to these allegations, preferring to 
pursue a long-established practice of 
first learning the facts before commit- 
ting myself in any way. 


If it were true that Mr. McCormicfc 


believed that $1.20 per day was enough 
for a laborer, of course I could not 
give him my support as a candidate 
for Governor. ,1 have taken the pains 
to look into this and a number of 
other allegations emanating- from the 
-same source, and have satisfied my- 
self that they are without foundation 
in fact, and have been circulated sole- 
ly for political purposes. The heading 
of the circular itself shows the animus 
behind the production: "Is $1.20 per 
day enough for a laborer? Vance Mc- 
Cormick answers Yes." Now, it you 
will turn to the copy of the veto quot- 
ed in the circular you will find there 
is not a solitary reference to $1.20 be- 
ing enough for a laborer, or even an 
intimation that 16% cents per hour is 
enough for a laborer. The only inti- 
mation is that 15 cents per hour is 
above the average rate of wages paid 
for labor in that locality—a statement 
that has not thus far been questioned, 
and that the increase from 15 cents 
to'16% cents would widen still further 
the difference in the rate to be paid 
by the city as compared to the rate 
paid by private employers. 


I am informed that in a private es- 


tablishment controlled by him, "Har- 
risburg Patriot Printing Office," he 
pays a number of men higher wages 
than the union rate calls for, which is 
a clear Indication that he is not an 
oppressor of labor, which this circular 
would make him out to be. It seems 
to me that if any serious wrong was 
being done to the employes of the city 
of Harrisurg, as compared with the 
employes of private employers, the or- 
ganized workers^of Harrisburg would 
have protested at that time. No such 
protest was entered, nor has one been 
entered since. 


For a great many years the miners 


have been entering into wage con- 
tracts with the operators. There has 
never been one of these 
contracts 


signed by the miners with the belief 
that it would give them all the wages 
they ought to have. They have been 
signed because it was believed by the 
miners that they contained the high- 
est scale obtainable, in view of the 
lower wages paid to miners in other 
coal fields, coming into competition 
with them. In other words, the wages 
were' comparatively higher where the 
wage scale was made'than they were 
where no wage scale was made. That 
was the only question involved in the 
circular. 


Mayor McCormick took the ground 


—and it has not been disputed—that 
the wages paid to the laborers who 
were employed by the city of Harris- 
burg were 
already 
comparatively 


higher than the wages paid similar 
employes by private employers in the 
city. 


I have known Mr. McCormick for 


several years. I have come in close 
contact with him during that time. I 
believe him to he a man who is abso- 
lutely fair. 
He is clear-headed and 


has the courage to clean house as it 
should be cleaned, if he is made Gov- 
ernor of the state. He stood for the 
program of Progressive Democracy, 
which included the demands of labor 
at a time when he had no expectation 
of being a candidate for any office, and 
I feel that 'an injustice is being done 
him in the attempt to make the wage- 
earners of Pennsylvania believe that 
he considers $1.20 a day enough for 
any laborer. He has never taken any 
such position in the past—he is not 
taking such a position now. I sincerely 
hope the wage-earnens of Pennsylva- 
nia will not be deceived by these un- 
fair circulars. 


Men who deliberately resort to a per- 


version of the truth for the purpose 
of deceiving, misleading or prejudicing 
the people are deserving of the sever- 
st condemnation, and should not be 
trusted by the wage-earners or any 
one else.
